A. FY 2006-2010 TRANSPORTATION IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM (TIP)
RESOLUTION RECOMMENDING APPROVAL OF THE FY 2006-2010
TRANSPORTATION IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM (MPO SECRETARIAT)

Mr. Carlos Roa, MPO Project Manager, informed the Council that the Citizen's
Version of the TIP was distributed for their perusal. In addition, he stated that this
document will be distributed to citizens.

B. TRANSIT DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM

in the document were based on the December 31, 2004 cut-off date. He concluded
by informing the Council that a correction sheet for the TDP was distributed at the
beginning of the meeting.

Mr. Roberson asked if the comments from the community meetings were used within
the document. Mr. Garcia responded that the comments from these meetings reflect
the PTP improvements and used where appropriate.

Mr. Navarrete moved for approval of the resolution. Mr. Rodriguez seconded the
motion. The resolution was approved unanimously.

METRORAIL-COCONUT GROVE CONNECTION STUDY

Mr. Wilson Fernandez, MPO Project Manager, introduced the study’s consultant
Mr. Winston Harris of Reynolds, Smith and Hill, Inc. who provided the Council
with a brief PowerPoint presentation on the Metrorail-Coconut Grove
Connection Study.

Mr. Geimer asked if the researched agerial systems operated over residential areas.
Mr. Harris responded that the system in Medellin, Colombia travels over
residential areas.

Mr. Geimer stated that phase I of the study should research the impact the aerial
system would have on the residential areathat it will travel over.

Mrs. Medina stated that this study was divided into two phases. She further
stated that phase Il needs to proceed in order to determine the potential ridership
and right-of-way acquisition. She concluded by stating that phase | does not
provide enough information to determine if the project would or would not be
beneficial.

Mr. Donn stated that the ridership analysis should have been conducted in phase |
prior to the elimination of modes.

The Council requested that phase Il be divided into two segments. The first
segment of the study should include the results from the ridership analysis and be
presented to the Council at its September meeting. In addition, Mr. Geimer
requested that this phase include the actual and future ridership demand for the
study area.

Mr. Roberson requested that the study include the actual and future capital and
operating cost for each technology researched in the study.
